Time for Party to Take Stock. 

It is time that Republicans in both state 
and national politics began to take stock of 
whether there is sufficient ground to revolt 
against present party leadership; unless 
those revolting can show a clear majority of 
the rank and file of their party to back them, 
such revolt is not justifiable. Any attempt 
to settle this at the polls brings with ft the 
hazard of party defeat next November. 

“It is highly desirable that the warring 
elements in the Republican party in Illinois 
and Washington should in good faith en- 
deavor to adjust their differences. This 
adjustment implies necessarily that pri- 
maries, conventions, and caucuses should be 
controlled by the majority of those acting at 
such party procedure.

CLIMAX OF GREAT FIGHT. 


“Calendar Wednesday” First 
Step Toward Freedom from 
Dictatorship. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., March 19.~{Special.}~ 
The point gained by the house of representa- 
tives today in its amendment of the house 
rules is conceded to be the greatest victory 
that could have been won in the fight for the 
emancipation of the house from the domine- 
tion of the epeaker. 

There is only one other important change 
demanded by the more radical insurgente— 
namely: the election of all the house com- 
mittees by the house itself. On this point 
there is no unanimity of opinion, for many 
ef those who joined in the fight to make the 
rules comunittee elective are not sure that 
they want to make all the committees of the 
house elective. . | 

The house hes taken away from the speaker 
the right. to sit on the rules committee or to 


right the speaker has held for many years. 
It was the bulwark of Speaker Reed's 
strength in the house, The iron handed rule 
which Reed established and handed down to 
the successive Republican speakers, rested 
to a considerable degree in the power which 
the rules committee exerts ovef every feature 
of the legislation in the house: 

The speaker has been chairman of the rules 
committee and always has had with him two 
of hie closest Heutenants. These three men 
have been able, so long as they could com- 
mand the regular Republican majority, to 
force @ vote at any time upon any meas- 
ure without giving the house the right 
to amend the measure on the floor. They 
have been able to say what amendments 
might be offered; how long the debates should 
continue; what action the house should take 
in regard to the investigations, and what 
legislation should be pressed forward for 
consideration in that body. 


Effect. of Amendment Wide. 
The Norris amendment enlarges the rules 


being appointed by the speaker and embrac- 
ing the speaker as its most important mem- 
ber, this committee is to be selected by the 
house itself, the Republicans choosing six 
members and the Democrats four. When 
properly chosen, which must be within the 
next ten days, the members will select their 
own chairman. 

The house rules provide that all questions 
relating to “rules, joint rules, and order of 
business shall be referred to the commit- 
tee on rules. In taking the control of this 
eommittee away from the speaker, the men 
who advocate a more representative govern- 
ment of the business of the house believe 
they have taken the vantage ground from 
which they can direct legislation to the best 
interests of the country. 

Since the fight began on the rules over 
two years ago two other.changes have been 
effected. The house last March established 
“calendar Wednesday.“ and made the 
change in the rules giving an opponent of 
every bill the right to make one motion to 
recommit that bill to the committee, after 
it had been passed. Neither of these changes 
ig. considered of Freat importance in the. 
face of the greater change that has been 
éffee in the present.cverthrow. at the

‘Effect oft “Galendar Wednesday.“ 

„Calendar Wednesday gives the chair- 
men of the committees the right to bring up 
bills without the consent of ‘the speaker on 
Wednesdays, when their respective commit- 
tees are reached in the alphabetical list. This 
is a slight broadening of the rights which 
were formerly secured by going direct to 
the speaker. The right to make a motion 
to recommit a bill gives a man on the defeated 
side one opportunity to bring a measure once 
more before the house. 

Since the election of Cannon for the last 
time as speaker the forces of insurgency 
have therefore gained three steps in a march 
of progress which embraced but little more 
in their wildest dréams.

Horace Hull Ends Life—Had Been Ill 
Some Time—Unidentified Man Dies at 


Lincoln Statue. 


Horace Hull committed suicide last night 
by leaping from tht fourth story window 
of a building at 4001 Lake avenue. He had 
been suffering from nervous prostration for 
some time, and his friends say his mind was

He 
was found inp a stupefied condition by Park 
Policeman R. C. Warner, who notified the 
Hudson avenue station, and died a few min- 
utes afterward. The body was taken to 
undértaking rooms at 230 West North ave- 
nue. The man wore a striped sult of dark 
gray, was 5 feet 9 inches in height, weighed 
about 175 pounds, and had a gray mustache 
and goatee, 

George H. Howard came to his death as 
the result of drinking carbolic acid with sul- 
eldal intent, was the substance of 
the verdict of the coroner's jury 
impaneled to inquire into his death. 
The coroner’s jury heard no testimony con- 
cerning Howard's love affair with Miss Clara 
Englert, the telephone girl, for love of whom 
he is said to have ended his life.

Madison, Wis., March 19.—[Speeial. 
United States Senator Isaac Stephenson is 
exonerated of corruption in securing his elec- 
tion to the United States senate.

The reporting members are from the as- 
sembly, which named a committee of friends 
of the Stephenson faction. The senate mem- 
bers, named from the ranks of the radical 
anti-Stephenson and pro-La Follette men, 
do not join in the report of the majority 
and probably will file a minority report, but 
this-report is not expected for weeks. 

The majorjty report is accompanied by six 
bills, which the committee recommends as 
means by which some of the abuses of the 
primary election law complained of may be 
done axay with. | 


Argues Too Much Was Spent. 

The committee, after exhaustive hearings 
covering the greater part of last winter. fails 
to find any su ntlation of the charges 
of corrupt use money in the election, but 
agrees that money wus used excessively. The 
principal fau'ts with the law, it says, He 
with voters themselves, but the law should 
not de condemned until it has been given 
a fair trial. It remains with the people 
whether taey will condemn it by-their in- 
4ifference. ean 

One of the evils of the law, the committee 
finds. is the excessive use of money oh pri- 
mary election day to get the vote out, but 
if the people enter into the spirit of the 
law this feature will be regulated. , 

The report gives in detail the proceedings 
of all hearings. the names of witnesses heard 
and the various sums of money spent by the 
candidates in the last seratorial election.

FOES WILL FIGHT HARD. 


Efforts Will*Be Made to Show That

New York, March 19.— [Special. I-James R. 
Keene faces today the most determined fight 
of his long career in Wallstreet. The wizard 
of the tape has his back to the wall and is 
ratlying to his aid every influence thet his 
years of intrigue in nigh finance have gained 
tor him. 

On the surface all that appears to be bait- 
ing Keene is a young lawyer picyed by the 
federal receiver of a bankrupt New York 
stock exchange. house.

Taft Today Will Sign Agreement 
Giving Minimum Rate. 


BIG TRADE IS AFFECTED. 


President Will Confer with Canadian 
Leaders on Rates. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—The prest- 
dent tomorrow at Albany will sign a procla- 
mation giving to the progucts of France and 
Algeria” imported into the United States the 
— tariff rates of the Payne-Aldrich 
ac N 

The basis of settlement of the tariff nego- 
tiations with France upon which the mini- 
mum tariff will be extended is as follows: 
France will continue its free list to the United 
States, with such additions as the pending 
revision may carry Into that list. This act 
included a large volume of American trade 
in raw materials to France and embraces 
cotton and copper. 


About eighty numbers of the French. mini- 
mum tariff are granted, which cover the most 
important articles, crude and manufactured, 
of American exports to France, embracing 
certain prepared meats and meat extracts. 
fresh and dried fruit, coffee (from Porto 
Rico), various woods and manufactures of 
wood, petroleum and its residues, cottonseed 
oil, agricultural machinery, various engines 
and other machines and tools, sundry manu- 
factures of metal furniture, etc, 


Nearly All Trade Covered. 


The agreement covers 96 per cent in volume 
and value of this country’s imports into 
France. Certain further concessions are 
made by which the rates on edible cottonseed 
oils will be equalized with other edible oils, 
and the existing discrimination removed. 

American sulphurs of first fusion’ wil! 
be placed on an equality withother sulphurs. 
It is understood that the present require- 
ment of French law as to the inspection of 
pork meats will be modified so as to place the 
American product on the same basis as 

others. 

This agreement affects a trade of the United 
States to France amounting to $1 
and of France to the Uhited States amounting 
to $182,000,000. So far as the United States 
is concerned the resuit obtains vastly bet- 
ter terms than ever before have been énjoyed

ENGLAND SEES TARIFF WAR. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS. ] 

“LONDON, March 19.—The London news- 
papers are devoting large space to telegrams |. 
describing the progress of the tariff ne- 
gotiations between the United States and 
Canads. The hope is universally expressed 
that a war of retaliation will be avoided, but 
it is believed that neither Canada nor the 
United States will compromise. The Nation 
says: 

What will happen if the wasteful, stupid 
hostilities are commenced will be that the 
trade between Canada and the United i.ates 
will be lergely done through England, which 
will be the entrepot or shop in which they 
will buy one another’s products, our mer- 
This 
is more profitable than colonial preference.” 

The Saturday Review says: Canada will 
make no concessions in return for the mini- 
mum rates of the Payne tariff. That the 
commissioners. should have gone te Ottawa 
at all is a triumph for Canada. It was 
Washington's turn to beg. A prolonged rate 
war is too serious a thing to. contemplate. 
The interests involved are too great and the 
results would reach too far, but the Ameri- 
cans will get nothing out of Canada so ‘ong 
as they insist upon the maximum rates of 
the Payne tariff.”

The extinction of Chicago's export business 
in live cattle and higher prices than ever for 
meats sold to local consumers are threatea- 
ing, as the result of insufficient supplies of 
live cattle in the United States.

Newell Denies His Bureau Ree- 


ommended Land Restoration. 


CITES “BLACK TENT” AFFAIR 


Reclamation Director Corroborates En- 
gineer Davis’ Testimony.

Washington, D. C., March 19.— Director F. 

H. Newell of the reclamation service took 
the stand today in the Ballinger-Pinchot in- 
vestigation and denied several statements 
made by Secretary Ballinger to’ the effect 
that his bureau had recommended the resto- 
ration of lands withdrawn from entry under 
the Garfield: régime. His testimony was 
largely corroborative of that ziven by Chief 
Engineer Davis last week. 
The witness corroborated testimony given 
by Davis concerning conferences he and Da- 
vis had with Ballinger in March, 1909, at 
which the latter expressed the opinion that 
withdrawals made by Secretary Garfield 
were illegal and that he intended to restore 
them. 

Newell said he decided to dissuade Ballin- 
ger from this policy. and protested against 
the secretary’s unfriendly attitude toward 
the reclamation service, and particularly 
against what he regarded as inspired news- 
paper stories in which it was said there was 
to be a shakeup in the service. Newell said 
he told Ballinger that the giving out of such 
information would have to stop or their offi- 
cial. relations would have to terminate 


Statements Inaccurate, He Says. 
The witness denied the accuracy ot state- 
ments made by Ballinger in letters explain- 
ing his action tn restoring water power sites 
in which Ballinger declared he had done so 
because the reclamation service had recom- 
mended it. Newell said he protested strong- 


Attorney Pepper read from a letter from 
Ballinger to Senator La Follette on May 25, 
1908, in which Ballinger said rewithdrawals 
were made after surveys of the ground. Mr. 
Newell said no new surveys had been made, 
as the letters would indicate. 

Pepper then questioned the witness regard- 
ing the black tent affair. Newell cor- 
roborated Davis’ statement that Ballinger 
had become angry because he had written 

a letter to E. T. Perkins, Chicago purchas- 
ing agent of the service, suggesting that he 
resign because he had accepted $500 a month 
for four months from the Harriman raj}- 
roads for advertising lands along their lines 
in his “black tent lecture tour. Newell 
said the sécretary subsequently placed tho 
stemp of approval on Perkins’ conduct. 


Newell a Pinchot Witness. 

Newell was the last of the witnesses by 
which Gifford Pinchot promised to prove his 
statement that Ballinger had made a mis- 
statement when he said the reclamation serv- 
ice had recommended the restoration of pub- 
lic. lands withdrawn under the administre, 
tion of Garfield. 

Attorney Vertrees, counsel for Ballinger, 
cross examined the witness closely regard- 
ing newspaper reports that there was to be 
a shakeup in the reclamation service. It 
Was apparently Mr. Vertrees’ purpose to 
show animus on the part of Newell by ex- 
tracting from him an admission that he ex.

New York, March 19.—Hurling question 
after question at reluctant witnesses and 
reading to them in rapid succession letters 
and, telegrams that told in unmistakable

William Hotchkiss, state superintendent of 
insurance, and his attorney, Alfred Hurrell, 
forced startling revelations at today’s ses- 
sion of the fire insurance inquiry. 

It was shown that large sums of money had 
been raised to procure or thwart legislation 
between 1001 and 1906. These payments, the 
majority of which were to law firms, ranged 
from $700 to $17,500, 


Lawyers Got Large Fees. 

The three largest payments were of $17,500 
to the law firm of Sherman & Sterling in 
1905 for work at Albany in connection with 
legislation then pending; vt $15,000 in 1900 
for the same purpose, and of $8,311 ta Elijah 


of Weed & Kennedy. It was this latter pay- 
ment that came out yeste ‘when Ken- | 
nedy’s bill to the New York board of under- 
writers for $13,811 was produced. 

The witnesses examined today were Ken- 
nedy, Charles L. Case, former chairman of 
the committee on laws and legislation of the 
board of underwriters, and Whiiliam

“Present” for Politician. 

One interesting statement made by Ken- 
nedy was that he had give a present of

lowed by the underwriters, but later reim- 
bursed to Kennedy by assessments levied on 
the insurance companies individually. Ken-

EARTH 400,000,000 YEARS OLD, 
TESTIMONY OF SALT IN OCEAN. 


Prof. H. 8. Shelton in Journal of Geol- 
ogy Gives Result of Computations in 
Chemistry and Arithmetic. 


How old is the earth? 

O, about 400,000,000 years. 

How do we know? 

By the amount of salt in the ocean. 

This theory is upheld by Prof. H. S. Shelton, 
who expressed his views in the current Jour- 
nal of Geology, issued yesterday from the 
University of Chicago press. He grants that 
he cannot state exactly how many years 
the earth has been in existence. But, in the 
end, he feels that the salt theory is about 
the nearest correct way of telling the world's 


Peek Shelton’s estimate is secured thus: 

“The analysis of rocks shows clearly that 
the proportion of sodium in the sedimentaries 
is much smaller than in the igneous rocks. 
The natural inference from this is that the 
balance is to be found in the ocean in the 
form of salt. Assuming these premises and 

a fairly uniform rate.of erosion, the estima- 
* of geologic time is reduced to a process 
of simple division. It is only necessary to 
find the total. quantity ot sodium in the sea 
and the amount brought down by the rivers 
each year.’

SHUN DUST AND ALL. JAMS. 


People Also Told to Live in the Sun- 
shine and Fresh Air, 


Ten rules for avoiding tuberculosis were 
issued by the health department yesterday. 
They are: 

1, Avoid careless consumptives. . 

2. Avoid food from consumptive animals. 

g. Avoid dusty places. | 

4, Avoid foul air. 

6, Avoid human “ jams.” 

6. Live in the sunshine as nuch as possible. 

%, Live in the fresh blowing air as much as 
possibile. 

8. Unhouse yourself as much as possible. 

9. Build up your resistance by dressing licht- 
ly, exposing yourself to cold, living in cold rooms 
the reverse of coddling yourself, 

10. Have yourself examined from time to time 
to discover latent or semi-latent disease. 

Attention is cailed to the decrease in ty- 
phoid mortality, there having been thirty- 
two less deaths from that disease thus far 
this year than up to the same time last year. 
Of the 750 deaths in the city last week 274, 
over 36 per cent, were from pneumonia and 
tuberculosis/ “impure air diseases.” 

A chart called Chicago’s double cross 
has been issued by the department graph- 
ically depicting the way that impure air dis- 
eases take their terrible human toll in win-

SETTLEMENT OF CAR STRIKE 


IS THOUGHT TO BEIN SIGHT. 


Proposition Devised at Philadelphia 
Which Is Believed to Be Favorable 
to Both Sides. 


Philadelphia, Pa. March 19.—Probable set- 
tlement of the street car strike is thought te 
be in sight. As a result of conferences today a 
proposition has been devised which is said to 
be favorable to both sides. The proponition 
submitted is: 

“ All strikers are to be taken back and as 
far as possible given their regular rune. 
Those not immediately put back in their old 
positions are to be placed on the extra list 
and given $1.50 a day until they get a regular 
run. The matter of taking — the 178 men 
discharged for the good of the service” is 
to be arbitrated. The wages to be paid 
shall be 23 cents an hour to go into effect at 
ones and half cent an hour Increase is granted 
each year until the wages reach 26 cents an 
hour.” 

The conference which led to this proposl- 
tion was held in the office of United States 
Senator Penrose. After the proposition was 
drawn up it was sent to the committee of ten, 
which is conducting, the general strike, for 
approval. What the decision of the commit- 
tee of ten was could not be learned before a 
second conference in Penrose's office began. 

There was considerable disorder in the Ken- 
sington district tonight. Many cars were at- 
tacked and one was dynamited. The police 
had difficulty in dispersing the crowds. No 
one was injured. Many arrests were made. 


Big New York Strike Threatened. 
New York, March 19.—A general strike of 


all building trades employés ot this city will 
be called on March 28, according to Charles 
Wamp, secretary of “the steamfitters’ local 
union, unless a settlement of the steamftters’. 
strike has been made before that date. The 
vote to strike was taken tonight.

Both Sides Refuse to Budge. 

The firemen ‘insist that if the threatened 
strike of 27,000 member of the brotherhood 
is to be averted, the managers must yield 
to the demand for adoption of the two 
rules. With equal det mation the rall- 
roads tend thet the rules involve a furis- 
dictional fight of the firemen with the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, and 
as such, are not rundet to arbitration and 
cannot be granted. s 

It was stated ‘that inside politics in the 
firemen’s organization js responsible for the 
failure to reach an agreement. 

The firemen also demand a 12% per cent in- 
crease in wages. On. this dispute the man- 
agers have offered to arbitrate, but the em- 
ployés authorized.a strike within a few days, 
unless the railroads agree to arbitrate all 
matters in dispute, including the two rules. 
Authority for the men to withdraw from the 

service of the companies, however, was with- 
held by the committee, pending the outcome 
of federal mediation. 


What Men Are Fighting For. 

President Carter of the flremen's brother- 
hood contends that the general managers are 
inconsisient In demanding mediation — 4 
refusing to arbitrate the points in contro- 
versy. The railroads, however, are anxious 
to settle the dispute without a strike, as such 
a conflict Virtually would tie up transporte- 
tion service east and west. 

The rule demanded by the firemen covering 
representation means that engineers who are 
members of the firemen’s brotherhood shall. 
have the right to be represented by commit- 
tees from thelr own organization; and not 
by proxy through committees from the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. The 
rule on seniority merely provides the method 
of promotion of firemen to be engineers, 


Switchmen Sign Agreement. 

Wage agreements on the basis of the ad- 
vance granted by the Illinois state board of 
arbitration were signed during the day by 
Vice President A. F. Whitney of the Brother- 
hood of Rallroad Trainmen,. representing 
2,500 Chicago switchmen, and Chairman F. O. 
Melcher and the committee ot general man- 
agers representing thirteen railroads. The 
men received an increase of about 5 per cent. 

No time wae set for the expiration of the 
contracts. It is likely, however, that they 
will remain in force three or four years. The 
switchmen’s committee is satisfied. 

Argumente in the wage case of the Switch- 
men's Unlon of North America and eight 
railroads were finished before the federal 
board of arbitration. A demand for an in- 
crease of 6 cents an hour over the present 
scales is made by the men. 

The members of ‘the board, consisting of 
Carl R. Gray, S. E. Heberling, and Attorney 
S. S. Gregory, umpire, will meet in the Fed- 
eral bullding tomorrow morning to consider 
the evidence.

LONDON, March 19.—Sir Joseph J. Thom- 
son, professor of experimental physics at 
Cambridge, has varied the usually sedate 
course of the lectures at the royal inetitu- 
tion by diecussing the dynamics of a golf 
bell. Sir Joseph described the eccentricities 
of golf balis, illustrating them by using what 


he called electric links with electrified par- 
ticles. for balls, a dynamo as his driver, a 
powerful magnet to give the equivalent of the 
spin or English to the bails, and-a redhot 
tee. 

Golfers in the audience were fascinated by 
the experiments. Sir Joseph said that vari- 
ous explanations of the behavior of golf balls 
had been put forward, and that if all were 
sound his lecture should be an exceptionally 
interesting one, for he would have to enunci- 
ate a new theory of dynamics. 

All Depends Upon “Spin.” 

It sometimes seemed, he said, that, the 
better the golfer the worse his dynamics. 
If the converse were the case, every confi- 
dence might ‘be felt in the results he had 
attained. If the ball was in the exceptional 
position of having no spin, it moved forward 
without deviating to the right or left. If it 
bad the spin, its tourse was more erratic, 
yet its movements were the result of a com- 
monplace and prosaic law which was its 
only secret, 80 far as the broad effects were 
concerned, that it always tried to follow its 
own nose. 

Practically the complete explanation was 
given by Newton, who pointed out that the 
pressure was greatest on that side of a ball 
at which the forward and rotary motions 
conspired together. Hence the reaction of 
the air was greater on that side and the 
ball: was pushed in the direction in which 
it followed its nose. 


Tells How to Drive Far. 

After explaining why the effects of slicing 
and pulling manifested themselves most 
strongly towards the end of a flight, as wasa 
matter of commoh experience, the lect: bo 

plied his laws to the question of ho 
player should proceed in order to get a fone 
carry in a cross wind. 

It the wind were from the iéft to the right, 
then the point of pressure’ would be behind 
the @liced dall, and slicing would help its 
flight.

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TRIP FROM SEA TO SOFIA. 


It Takes All Day and the Coun- 
try Passed Over Is Closely 
Cultivated.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Dec. 27.—All day long; 

for fourteen hours, I have been traveling 

across Bulgaria, from the Black sea to the 
capital, a few miles from the western fron- 
tier. I shall not describe the details of this 
journey, only the genéral rap age ge The 
journey affords a good opportunity to size up 

Bulgaria. It is like a trip from tabula to 

Cincinnati. 

The train service is the same that I had 

on the journey from Sofia to Plevna. It is 

a good service, clean and punctual and oblig- 

ing. The train even earries a dining car. 

Its average running time is twenty-three 

miles an hour, not bad considering the curves 

and grades. The roadbed is rock-ballasted 
throughout its length, is in good condition 
and nearly all the bridges are of heavy sto 
masenry,. built to last for ages. Nearly 
the stations are of recent construction aud 
of two stories, the upper being occupied by 
the farnily of the station master. 

On leaving Varna, We pass a broad, salt in- 

land sea and climb up to a plateau on which 

we travel until well in the afternoon, when 
we strike the gorge of the Isker, through the 

Balkans. The Balkans are always to the south 

of us. and as their drainage is toward the 

Danube, we are constantly passing from one 

river valley to another. This indicates the 

character of the country—rolling, treeless, 
fenceless plains, It is all under cultivation. 

Rarely are we out of sight of a village or 

a town. 


Life Flows Evenly. 


The character of the human life seen on 
this ride and on the journey from Ashtabula 
to Cincinnati is different. Here life flows 
evenly, smoothly. It has -neither great 
heights nor depths. Even the people them- 
selves are uniform. They are of about the 
same stature, there is little variation in the 
dark brunet type. Outside of minor local 
differences the costumes of the peasantry 
and the clothing of the gentry is about-the 
same. There is no such variation in physica} 
type as ohe would see in the journey across 
Ohio. There is uniformity in speech. There 
is great uniformity in conditions of materia! 
life. 

The villages look as much alike, except in 
their location, as\a.row of peas. Nearly all 
the houses are of the same style of architec: 
ture. Nearly all are of one story. All have 
tiled roofs. All are set in a garden, sur- 
rounded by a fence. In the gardens are fruit 
trees and little outbuildings and maten, of 
willow or adobe. 

Occasionally we run into a town of 10,000, 
15,000, or even 20,000 inhabitants, but not 
much rises above the uniform level of the 
houses to sugsest a city in our sense of the 
word. Smokéstacks are exceedingly few and 
far between. No one town through which I 
have passed in this ride could be character- 
ized as an industrial community. The build- 
ings which attain any prominence are almost 
invariably either barracks, a high school, or 
a county house. 

The same uniformity prevails within as 
without the hotses. Having seen several 
towns and many villages during the last three 
weeks, I can form a mental picture of the 
contents of nearly every house we passed, 
which will not Vary, on the average, by more 
than two stools or three pots from the truth. 
I can even form a good estimate of the num-: 
ber of oxen or buffalo, sheep, pigs, and chick- 
ens which the family will own. Also of the 
size of the corncrib, the wagon, and the 
stable. The plows will all look alike, rough, 
home made affairs with iron points hammered 
out by gypsy blacksmiths, and the wooden 
pitchforks and shovels will look az if they 
had all come from the same maker. 


Same South of the Balkans. 

I have seen nothing of Bulgaria south of 
the Balkans, except Kustindel, but, judging 
from photographs of ite towns and villages 
which I have seen, it differs little from the 
region through which I have traveled today. 
From the knowledge I have gained, I be- 
lieve, if I knew ‘the sige: of the Villages and 
the lay of the land on which they are situ- 
ated, I could form a mental picture, true 
in the main for every community in Bul- 
garia. Even the churches are the same. 
You come to know where you will find the 
candle counter, where this and that ikon 
will be, how the altar screen: will look; and 
the sort of upholstery you will find: on the 
big seats for the king and queen and the 
bishop. —

men. There are four groups of them: the 
station policemen, the station officers; the 
porters, and the men of the army. All men 
wearing Huropgean clothing seem to know 
each other.

In 1862 Mr. Drew returned and played sev- 
eral of his rollicking roles, such as O' Bryan 
in The Irish Emigrant and Sir Lucius 
O’Trigger ii The Rivals’’; but in a few 
months he was taken suddenly iW and in May 
of that ‘year he died, leaving behind him 
memories of his abounding good nature and 
geniality, his rare comedy sense’ and his 
richly sympathetic personality.

It was at the old Arch Street thea- 
ter in 1872 that he made his first appearance 
on the stage, playing a comedy rdle in Cool 
as a Cucumber.“ For eight years he ap- 
peared as a member of his mother’s com- 
pany, and in the support of a number of lead- 
ing players, including Edwin Booth. In 1880 
he became the leading man of Augustin 
Daly's famous company, a position which 
he held for twelve years, in the course of 
which time he played more than fifty roles in 
that manager's revivals of the Shakspearean 
comedies and adaptations of light foreign 
pieces. He played London seasons with the 
organization in 1884, 1886, 1888, and 1890. 

The technical training which he received 
during his long association with Mr. Daly, 
coupled with the natural endowments which 
he had inherited from his father and mother. 
made him one of the most finished and 
capable players In this country when Charles 
Frohman launched him as a star in 1892. His 
association with Mr. Frohman has continued 
ever since.

But Mr. Drew is not the only member of 
this famous family whoisastar. Two others 
claim the large type on the billboards, the 
display ‘‘ads,’’ and the glimmering letters 
outlined in electric light in front of the the- 
ters. ‘They are Ethel Barrymore and John 
Barrymore—his niece and nephew—the chil- 


dred of his sister, Georgia Drew, who was 


for many years not only a reigning’ beauty 
but one of the most sparkling of comedilennes, 
She, too, made her debut at the Arch Street 
theater in Philadelphia in 1872.

It is hardly necessary to narrate the suc- 
cesses of Ethel Barrymore in the last ten 
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years, as the memory. of it is still fresh in 
the minds of American theatergoers. First 
appearing as a wistfu) looking slip of.a girl 
in the support of her uncle ten years ago, 
she sprang almost into the limelight and 
in three years was a star in her owl right, 
appearing. under Mr. Frohman's direction 
in the late Clyde Fitch’s *‘ Captain Jinks.” 

She inherited her mother’s beauty and per- 
sonal charm and not a little of.the magnetism 
of her father—the witty, brilliant, and er- 
ratio Maurice Barrymore. Now she occtplies 
a leading place on the American stage, after

Mishaps in farce have pursued Mr. Mac- 
fayden into Seven Days at the Illinois, 
and here, too, the theater cat has played her 
share. Those who have seen the play recall 
the scené in which Eva Macdonald as Ann 
Brown; tries to tell Grace Griswold, as Aunt 
Selina, that her mother’s sister had a cat 
named Selina. This attempted confidence is 
the result of a single cocktall taken after an 
all day fast. In the midst of this scene one 
night the Illinois theater cat strolled on to 
the stage.

Everything that. human ingenulty could 
suggest bad been done to prevent just such 
an accident as cecurred, but a rope slipped 
a pulley and the dumb walter fell with a 
crash with the burglar in it. just at the mo- 
ment that it should have been out of sight at 
the top of the shaft. Quick wits and 4 second 
mishap saved the day (or the night) and 
converted the incident into greater, comedy 
than the piece called for.

But the philosopher knew the danger of thoughtless cheerfulness 
and that laughter?is not the only index of content. It is clear that he 
suffered, as some suffer today, from the meaningless gayety of shallow- 
ness and the selfishness of the perpetual clown. He launches an indig- 
nant epigram: 

4 fool lifteth up his voice with laughter, but a wise man doth 
scarce smile a little, A man’s attire and excessive laughter and gait 


show what he is.” 


True, of course, and as true today as it was then. But is there 


not something that makes for a disappointment in so‘early and acch- 
rate a record of human feelings? No one objects to the exposures of 
contemporary satirists, for there is always satisfaction in being treated 
as a pioneer; but there is no food for vanity in being made to realise 
that the things we are scolded for now are the things they were scolded 
for 2,000 years ago. Tell a man that he laughs too much and he will 
take no notice, but tell him that people in 130 B. O. laughed tee much 
and he will become seribus-at once. | . 

A 68 is only comforting when the owner of it thinks it is unique 
and a product of his owu time; and nothing will rid him of it so quickly 
as seeing another man with the same failing or learning that it has 
been common to humanity since the beginning. There is pleagure in 
being a fool, but there is no pleasure in being one of ten million fools.

Looking over the entire funny field, one 
significant fact may be observed: that the 
“two une or dialogue jokes are the 
worst, anecdotes are an improvement, 
short “skits’’ are better, and short hu- 
morous storiés are of still higher grade, 
unless unduly padded. There is no literary 
explanation of this—it is simply a question 
of cash. Ninety-nine and nine-tenths per 
cent of American humor is machine made, 
and the best jokes are never written—that 
is, are not written as “jokes.” The joke 
smith cannot afford to use up a geod idea 
for the price at which the joke will sell. 

A joke, no matter how good it may be, 
is not worth much commercially. One of 
the best known “funny” weeklies in 
America pays fifty cents each for the diia- 
logue’’ jokes, and it may be six months 
or a year before the joke is printed and 
the author remitted his half dollar. There 
are several publications which pay Fi each 
for their smiles, and one which splurges 
to the extent of 2.80. An anecdote iz 
worth from $1 to $3—the average being 
$1.50. A short t might bring $5. and 
a short humorous story with a good joke 
for a climax anywhere up to $25.

If @ joke is good in Neelt, if It is real 
humor, the chances are that it may be 
made better in the form of an anecdote, 
as there is then the opportunity for «a 
Httle introduction and stage setting, and 
anybody with a gift of gab and a little 
pounding of the typewriter can convert a 
good anecdote into a skit of five or six 
hundred words.

picture life itself seems rounded and perfect, 

With no cross lights or tangled motives in it. 

The Reynolds is another serene and beau- 
tiful picture—one of the simplest, sweetest, 
quietest of all this English master’s por- 
traits which I have seen. Sir Joshua's wom- 
en were usually great ladies, painted in 
wowns and poses suited to their state; here 
he painted his sweetheart, if the tale be true, 
and found her quite charming enough in an 
everyday riding habit and hat, whose soft 
tan color harmonized with her pale skin and 
light brown, lightly powdered hair. 

Some of Sir Joshua's. ladies look as if he 
had tried to see how graceful and elegant he 
could make them; here he did not try at all, 
and the result is the more delicate for its 
simplicity and spontaneity. Often his color 
is rich and sumptuous; here it is subtle and 
restrained, but perhaps all the more har- 
monhious for that. Usually he painted for the 
world; here he seems to have painted for him- 
sclf, with no thought of the world. 

‘ — 

The portrait of Fanny Kemble by Sir 
‘Thomas Lawrence. is another beautiful ex- 
ainple of the English school. Here we have 
a rich and swmptuous personality fitly ex- 
p essed in crimson, pearl white, and shad- 
owed green. This is not the lovely young 
Fanny Kemble’ of more familiar portraits, 
but a mature woman of less obvious beauty 
a woman wiser, more world worn and pro- 
found, a little disillusioned, but of royal 
power. The artist seems to delight in her 
s} lendor; his brush sweeps grandly over the 
Unes of her figure and gown. He makes us 
cal the movement of her body, the eager 
activity of her mind and soul.

Problem of Comedy Writers. 
By Elizabeth R. Hunt. 


More and better comedy is the cry today, 
dd we are apt to think our need is greater 
than ever before. But there 1s one diffi- 

culty in the way of making good comedy that 

has always been present, and never will alto- 
géther down. It relates to the. problem of 
filling the framework of the pla 

Those who have never written plays usually 
think of the process as one of condensation 
an attempt to crowd a vast deal of material 
into a small space. A play makes an.insig- 


nificant looking pamphlet in print, and it . 


passes quickly before the view on the stage, 
So we fancy, that the author was ob 
to leave out much that he wished to put 1 

But it needs little explanation to make 
clear, even to the uninitiated, that writing a 
play often becomes, before the work is fin- 
ished, a problem in expansion rather than in 
contraction. 

The original concept of a good play must be 
simple, direct; and uncomplicated in effect. 
One deep impression ata time ds all that can 

made upon any audience; one vigorous

But comedy, for its own discomfiture, is’ -

Comedic plays, even of the better sort, 
as they come and go upon the stage today, 
are liable to weaken at various points. and 
to fall below their own level in many differ- 
ent ways; but there are two kinds of mis- 
construction with which we are most fa- 
millar. One is the comedy which, coming to 
an untimely, end, breaks up and passes over 
into farce. The regulation formula for this 
disaster s to say, toward the close the 
comedy degenerated into mere farce.“ 

But we say this simply because we are 
conscious of a bad break in the form, which 
lea ves an impression of;incongruity. It is a 
happy result of the growing discrimination 
of things dramatic that we have come to 
consider good farce a good play, with nothing 
degenerate about it. The trouble is that 
farce is different from :comedy—so different 
that the two forms do not easily mingle, 


nor can the one be smoothly merged into 


the other. The wide variance in the modes 
of presentation, is. proof enough of this. 

As far as ‘acting | is concerned, farce de- 
mands methods not unlike those of tragedy. 
This is why it is often the best relief for 
tragedy—much better than comedy would be. 
Witness Macbeth, and Romeo and Juliet, 
for example, —

The whole effect of farce depends upon 
serious and tremendously earnest acting. 
No wonder that farce at the end weakens 


be lengthened or expanded. Needless to say. the impression of a dramatic form like com- 


edy, which is above all else sophisticated and 
conscious and light of touch. Fancy how im- 
possible it would be for Le Misanthrope ” 
to work, in anywhere in its progress, a far- 
‘cical incident.

It is a daughter 
of the old First Congregational church. 
Since it was first builded it has been rebuilt 
or built on to twice lm order to make room for 
its growing work. This Spoils its exterior 
architectural effect, but it is cozy: and com- 
fortable and welt equipped inside. It is thor- 
oughly. organized and vital in its work in all 
its departments. We have a branch church 
about a mile from us that we have plented 
and are caring for until it becomes independ- 
ent. Last year cur home expenses were & 
little. over $8,000, and our benevolences were 
a little more than $4,000. Our people are in- 
terested and engaged in all good works, such 
as mission work, charity work, etc. 

One important and encouraging feature 
about our work is that we have large congre- 
gations both morning and evening. If the 
weather ig at all permissible, our auditorium 
is usually’ crowded at both services. I ba ve 
been with the church a little over six years 
and in that time we have received over 700 
people into the membership of the church. 
Our present membership ts a little less than 
a thousand. We are a happy and contented 
people and we trust a helpful influence in our 
community. Weare discontented about one 
thing only and that is that we do not accom- 
plish still greater results for the kingdom.” 

“Ig it your intention to spend your life In

At shorstop, Blackburne has more than 
made good what was promised for him by 
Manager Duffy and the Sox scouts.

Blackburne Classy Fielder. 

Up to the time he was laid off to let his 
injured finger heal, Blackburne had been the 
only one of Duffy’s squad to play in every 
game, and he laid off against his will. He 
cah throw from any position, and despite his 
unusual height for shortstop can cover 3. 
lot of ground, running low and grabbing the 
ball like a terrier. Although his throw has 
been handicapped by a stiff arm, he has 
shown he can beat any runner to frst from 
deep short with half a chance. 

Zeider, although he has been in action 
much less than Blackburne, also has shown 
the earmarks of a natural ball player. Like 
the former Eastern league star, Zeider covers 
a lot of ground with ease and throws hard 
when necessary. He is comparatively new to 
the second base job, but when working 
around the bag with Blackburne has shown 
ability to pull off double vlays which seemed 
impossible. He is a good base runner on 
dope, as he stole nearly 100 bases in the Pa- 
cific Coast league last season, but has been 
able to show little of his real speed so far. 


Stick Work Gandil’s Forte. 


Gandil looks like the first baseman because 
of his ability to hit the ball on the nose. 
The cloutg do not always go safely, but sel- 
dom does the former Sacramento player cut 
loose at a bad balk He crouches over the 
plate and lays for what he wants and can hit 
high or low inside or outside balls with 
apparently equal success, stepping back and 
timing the close ones with precision. He is 
green in the finer points of first basing. his 
ehief fault being lack of knowledge when to 
go after and when to let alone ground hits, 
especially bunts. He is easily drawn out of 
play on a bunt even when to the third base 
side of the pitcher, leaving the second base- 
man to cover first almost invariably. 

Gandil also has gone after ground hits 
which ought to have been left to the second 


baseman and has failed to tackle others 
which he could have reached.

Power Boat association at the La Salle hotel 
will lizely have a great deal to say upon the 
subject. : ‘ 

What the lawmakers now are considering 


is to practically put the pleasure yachts in 


the same clase as common carriers on salt 
water. the inlaſſd lakes, and the rivers of 
the United States. Under the plan power 
boats would be obliged to carry licensed 
pilots and engineers, and would have to be 
inspected like steamboats by the fed¥ral 
government. It is to combat the adoption 
of such drastic and unjust legislation that 
the power yacht owners have been stirred to 
action, There are said to be 150,000 power 
boat owners in the country.

John Arthur Johnson, on July 4, and the 
committee has power to act.“ But that 
Jeffries can come back as a celebrity already 
bas been established. 

Since his return for a short visit with the 
folks before going into training camp, 
Jeffries has stopped the traffic every ume 
he has been seen on the street. The saloon 
of which he is the ostensible proprietor is 
jammed to suffocation all day long by sports 
who live in the hope that the great man may 
by some caprice happen to come in. One 
day when he went to the bank the police 
had to turn in a riot call to clear away the 
crowds. 

The only persons in Los Angeles who da 
not seem much impressed with Jeffries in the 
role of champion of the world are the mem- 
bers of the Jeffries family. Jim's folks. as 
he calls them, are anything but sports, and 
the thing they like least about the big fellow 
is his notoriety. The family circle reminds 
one of Shore Acres and other downeast 
dramas. Jim began active training for the 
big fight by chopping up eucalyptus wood 
for his mother. 


Father Religious Enthusiast. f 


Jim’s father, as everyone knows, is a re- 
ligious enthusiast and independent evangel- 
ist. He has traveled around the world sev- 
eral times; preached to the Arabs in Arabia 
and the Jews in Palestine. He has writ 
several tracts. He is, however, a jovial, 
merry, liguthearted old fellow, immeasur- 
ably proud of Jim, and Jeffries equally is 
proud of the old man. 

Many people have an idea that the whole 
Jeffries family live on the bollermaker' s 
prizefight winnings. The fact is. when Jim's 
father came here in 1881 he bought about 100 
acres of land extending from the home place 
on Cypress avenue to the river. This land 
has been subdivided and sold as city lots, 
bringing Jim’s father a comfortable fortune.

There is no one so unhappy as the man 
or woman who is in a job too big for him 
or her. It breeds nervousness, uncertainty, 
and ultimate failure, however hard he tries. 


Woman's Work Without Bounds. 


ODERN women fly in aeroplanes; 

they climb mountains, explore wil- 

dernesses, and heroically attend par- 

ties in the hames of rivals and ene- 

mies; they plunge into the sea in 
submarine boats; they go over Niagara in 
barrels; they hunt lions in Africa; go bal- 
looning; play baseball and football, and show 
as much concern or fear as an Indian meet- 
ing a jug. 

But how about the risks of business and 
the trials of everyday connection with the 
world, which generally exact a more con- 
stant if less sensational courage than ad- 
ventures? : 

Do women absorb the shocks of defeat 
and failure? 

Do they come up smiling with fresh plans? 

In a word, how about their ordinary cour- 
age? It will be said glibly enough that women 
have long been crowding men in business, 
but on more sober reflection it will be found 
that this pushing is along well defined lines, 
except in a few cases. 

Again, it will be argued that some women 
administer great fortunes, but the answer 
s that few got these fortunes of their own 
accord and that trusted men usually shoulder 
the work of controlling them. 

Yet the fact is that today many women 
are doing the things which men would be 
most likely to cite in trying to prove wom- 
an's unfitness for general and unlimited 
responsibility and voice in affairs. They are 
making fortunes by their own efforts; they 
@re directing big business enterprises and 
are entering the most masculine pursults of 
labor, business, and professions. 

There have long been women bookkeepers, 
stenographers, doctors, lawyers, writers, ac- 
countants, traveling saleswomen, etc., but 
woman judges, railroad engineers, coroners, 
real estate brokers, oil refiners, city treas- 
urers, diamond miners, and Bus drivers are 
an evolution of a somewhat later time. They 
all exist and they are succeeding. 

There are at least two young women in 
this country who can and do run railroad 
locomotives. The younger of them is Miss 
Mary Adelmann of Slater, Mo., 16 years old.

F you notice that you feel unusually like 
working some days, try to find why. 
Likely the reason lies in such a prosaic 
fact as a light, sensible luncheon, or in 
early retiring for two or three previous 

evenings. If so, it is surely worth while te 
get the habit. Sometimes one’s notes seem to 
read easily. 

The experienced stenographer gets to a 
point where she can do fairly accurate work 
with her mind on other things, although I do 
not believe even one simple letter, absolutely 
perfect in text and clean cut as to type, can 
be written without understanding, effort, and 
vim on the part of the stenographer. I am 
a touch operator, and I have found that when 
I had sufficient experience so that I read my 
notes easily and was thoroughly familiar 
with the keyboard I was able to concentrate 
absolutely on my notes in transcribing by 
keeping my eyes an outline or two ahead of 
my fingers; they seem to take care of the 
writing of a word after I have read it, while 
Jam reading the next, and so on. 

If there is a break in the sense or an out- 
line is doubtful a mysterious little mental 
signal will pull one up short quickly enough 
when one’s mind is really on the work, as 
every stenographer knows. I have noticed 
that a day of absolute concentration upon 
my work brought a longing for change and 
amusement, but not the utter weariness 
caused by working with a divided mind; the 
change to being free to think one’s own 
thoughts and follow one’s inclinations does 
not in the latter case seem complete enough 
to be refreshing. When one’s work becomes 
80 easy, however, that it is necessary to 
force the attention it is time to look about 
for new fields to conquer. 

A stenographer often strains herself in 
nervous effort to Increase her speed in strik- 
ing the keys, not noticing the fact that she 
has a tedency to take just an instant more of 
time than is necessary in the single move- 
ment of spacing and pulling the carriage back 
for a fresh line; that she does not get from 
the machine the maximum speed and con- 
venience by having neglected to habituate 
herself to use every time saving device in its 
makeup; by lagging a little in taking out a 
finished sheet, slipping out the carbon sheet, 
and putting a fresh sheet into the machine, or 
carelessly putting it in crooked, requiring 
time to be wasted in extra straightening. 

‘By noting how many Ines of typewriting 
a page of your shorthand amounts to, and 
invariably by taking pains accordingly to 
get each letter in the middle of the sheet, one 
will soon become so practiced that the proper 
spacing between lines, the number of spaces 
between date line and address, and the cor- 
réct margin settings will be at once apparent 
upon noting the length ofaletter. This point 
becomes positively mechanical if persisted in, 
and as proper spacing is by far the most im- 
portant factor in producing good looking let- 
ters, the acquirement ef such an accom- 
plishment insures beautiful work with no 
wearisome

J Many Chickens on Few Farms. 


One of the most successful poultry raisers 
in Iiitnois has only five acres of land. He 
keeps from’ 600 to 2,000 chickens and raises 


‘wheat. and corn enough for them on about 


three acres: He buys table scraps from a ho- 
‘tel, paying merely a nominal price. It may 
not be profitable to feed chickens and hogs 
exclusively on corn worth 60 cents per bushel, 
but by providing vegetables and alfalfa and 
rap pasture the question of feeding becomeg 
less serious.

Here are three minds that certainly do not 
think as one, and Uncle Sam's department of 
agriculture furnishes, still another point of 
view and a more widely variant opinion. 
According to Clarence B. Lane. assistant 
chief of the dairy division of the bureau of 
animal industry of the department, good 
judges believe one-fourth of the cows in the 
entire country, kept for milk, do not pay for 
the cost of keeping, and nearly one-fourth 
more fall to yleld an annual profit.” 

This is where the gambling in keeping cows 
comes in. If you do not own such a piece of 
property, but contemplate purchasing a cow 
or several cows With the intention of making 
money on them, the question is: “ Shall I 
be one of the one-fourth who lose money 
on every cow, or one of the other one-fourtn 
who do not make anything on every cow, or 
shall I be one of the 50 per cent who make 
an annua! profit on each cow?” 

* * 


When the Profits Begin. 


Unless your cow produces more than 3.000 
pounds ot milk every twelve months you may 
just as well stop figuring the profits and start 
trying to learn bow much you have lost. One 
hundred pounds of milk amount to 48 quarts, 
or 12 gallons. Your cow then must give you 
960 gallons of milk every year if she even 
pays for her own keep. In some parts of 
the country the cow must give her mast 
more than 4,000 pounds of milk a year if she 
wants to pay her own expenses. This is true 
in two counties in New York, according to the 
government reports, where “a fair ration for 
a cow costs $35 a year; the average net re- 
turns for butter were 1. over 17 cents a 
pound. and the cow that did not make 200 
pounds of butter yearly, or nearly 4,000 
pounds of milk, did not pay for her keeping 

In 1850 the average yield per cow in the 
United States was 1,486 pounds of milk and 
61 pounds of butter. These figures have 
gradually increased until in 1900 the averages 
were 3,646 pounds of milk and 155 pounds of 
butter. There has been a still greater in- 
crease since then, and the average yield is 
much greater, but only a few progressive, 
scientific dairymen have profited by the new 
methods. They make all the profits, and the 
others, those who lose because they cling to 
old dairy methods, continue to lose money 
year after year. 

Investigations of creamery patrons illus- 
trate this difference in a striking manner. 
Among 100 dairymen supplying one cream- 
ery, all having the same soil, the same mar- 
ket, and the same climatic conditions, one of 
them cleared $2.30 for every dollar he in- 
vested in feed for his cows, while a neighbor 
made only $1, and another neighbor lost 
50 cents on every 9 worth ot feed. 

* 


Where the Profits Lie 


Not one in ten,“ says the department, 
read any dairy literature, and thirty-eight 
out of the hundred kept cows at an actual 
loss. The difference in their profits therefore 
must be accounted for largely by the differ- 
ence in the Intelligence put into their busi- 
ness. Such a wide range of profit rarely 
exists in other kinds of business. 

So that is where the gamble comes in. If 
you utilize enough Intelligence, in connection 
with your money capital, you'll draw a prize; 
otherwise you'll find your cow or your cows 
an expense. After putting in your money 
and time and intélligence the amount of the 
progt win depend upon the cow. This profit 
may range from «4 few dollars every year te 
$200 per cow. 

The following figures taken from reports 
made by state experiment stations show the 
wide range in the “individuality of the 
cow. At the Georgia station the best cow in 
the herd gave 7,968 pounds of milk, which 
Produced butter worth $115.44, while the 
poorest cow gave only 2,788 pounds of milk 
with a butter value of only $41.68. At the 
Michigan station the profit varied from $6.08 
to $94.05 per cow. At the New Jersey sta- 
tion the range was from 13 cents to $49.72, 
With milk selling at $1 per hundred pounds. 
The range one year at the Connecticut sta- 
tion was from $2.76 to $54.72 profit per cow 
per year. 

While the difference,” says Uncle Sam's 
cow expert, “ between the best and poorest 
animals in the cases given are great, the 
poorest cows reported are not so poor as 
many of those kept by dairymen who make 
no accurate tests and who rarely know any- 
thing of what each animal is actually doing.“

One Way to Tell Worth. 
With the Babcock tester to determine the

State experiment stations are now urging 
ail dairymen to keep a daily record of each 
cow in the herd—during milking reasons and 
also at other times. This is the only means 
by which the owner of a cow can tell whether 
she is worth keeping.

The average yield of the Jerseys was 4,798 

pounds of milk, 244 pounds of butter fat, 

which produced a profit of $17.58 per cow, 
returning $1.62 for every $1 invested in feed. 

Tne figures for the Holsteins were 6.081 

pounds of milk, 255 pounds of butter fat, 

$16.99 profit, and $1.54 for each $1 worth 

of feed, The Guernseys ylelded each 5,141 

pounds of milk, 252 pounds of butter fat, 

617.92 total net profit, and $1.40 for every $1 

in feed. Multiply the amount of butter 

fat by 11-6 to ascertain the amount of butter 
it will produce. 

In 100 dairy herds in Iowa thirty-eight gave 
less than a dollar’s worth of butter for a 
dollar in feed; one gave less than SO cents; 
sixty-two paid $1 or more; and four paid back 
$2 for each dollar expended for feed. 

Of fifty-eight dairy herds investigated in 
Arizona, sixteen failed to pay the estimated 
cost of keep. The difference between ‘the 
average cow of the poorest herd and the 
average cow of the best herd was the differ- 
ence between a loss of $18.72 and a profit of 
$22.80. 

Tables complleu from the data for dairy 
herds at eighieen agricultural. colleges and 
experiment stations show that the average 
number of cows to a herd was 22; the average 
age 6 years; cost of keeping one cow for one 
year was $36.94; average amount of milk pro- 
duced annually was 5,951 pounds; butter, 
316 pounds; percentage of butter fat in 
milk, 4.8. 

* * 
Records Test of Value. 


Records for a series of years are advocated 
as a great aid in determining the value of 
cows, as all animals are better milk and but- 
ter producers at times. “ Sweet Briar,” a 


‘cow at the Minnesota experiment station, 


produced for ten years an average of 358 
pounds of butter. but in one of those years 
she gave only 206 pounds, the next year 306, 
and the next year 370. 

„It sometimes happens,“ says the federal 
dairy expert, that a promising heifer does 
poorly the first year. In these cases the 
heifer’s individuality, together with her 
breeding, should be considered before dis- 
posing of her. A good cow, however, seldom 
has two off years in succession.” 

Some idea of the wide range in the returns 
from cows may be gained from the following 
figures: One Holstein, 6 years old, pro- 
duced 20.763 pounds of milk in a year; and 
another, 10 years old, produced 30,318 pounds. 
A third, whose year’s milking amounted to 
nearly 24,000 pounds, gave 721 pounds of 
butter. On the other hand, a pure bred 
Guernsey, ‘‘ Yeksa Sunbeam, nearly 10 
years old, produced 14,920 pounds of milk, 
which contained 857 pounds of butter fat, 
the equivalent of 1,000 pounds of butter. A 


2 year old Holstein of the Johanna fam- . 


ily produced 12,787 pounds of milk, or 496 
pounds of butter fat; a 10 year old cow of 
the same family produced 14946 pounds of 
milk, or 523 pounds of butter fat. 

Here are some individual records which 
show the mllikipg life of a cow: A pure 
Ayrshire. Crocus No. 3400.“ owned in 
Plymouth, N. H., made an average milk 
record for twelve years of 7,082 pounds and 
for fifteen years of a little more than 6,000 
pounds. She lived until 17 years of age and 
her total milk product amounted to more 
than forty-five tons, nearly 45,000 quarts. 

Another Ayrshire, ‘‘ Annie Bert,“ owned at 
Hickory Hill farm, N. H., in twelve years 
gave 90389 pounds (more than forty-five 
tons) of milk and 3,906 pounds of butter. 

A New Jersey Holstein cow, Susie de 
Kol.“ produced in seven years 81,284 pounds 
of milk, about 35,000 quarts. 

* * 


Hope of Ramapo's Record. 


The University of Missourt reports a reg- 
istered Jersey cow. Hope of Ramapo,’’ 
at that institution which nrought $1,341.72 
into the school treasury in seventeen years 
through the sale of her butter, milk; and 
calves. Her record was 78,585 pounds of 
milk, 4,147 pounds of butter. and 15 calves. 
She earned more than $850 net for her 
owners. 6

Feed, care, and management are of the 
highest importance. Having been carefully 
selected and having stood the test, the cows 
must be well fed and cared for if their good

HE depths of the ocean and the eat 
lakes made to give up their — 
the thousands upon thousands of aban- 
doned hulks which countless storins 
for ages have been strewing over the 

floor of our great water highways raised 
once more to the surface and their millions 
of wealth in cargoes recovered. These are 
the hopes which have spurred Dr. Fernando 
Staud, a Chicago inventor of Spanish birth, 
through four years of experiment, until he 
now thinks he has success within his grasp 
with which he 
proposes to reach to the bottom of the seas 
and raise bodily the hulks of the submerged 
vessels resting there. 

Hardly a storm sweeps over the ocean but 
some good ship goes down to its final rest 
ir “Davy Jones’ locker.”

While it is true 
a large per cent of these were small craft, 
nevertheless many were large, costly vessels 
worth a fortune.

It was in young Staud's early midshipman 
days in the Spanish navy that he first began 
work upon the idea which resulted in his 
present invention. While in the navy he de- 
voted himself to the submarine branch of 
marine endeavor. After completing the long 
cruise, which every commissioned officer on 
a Spanish war vessel must pass through be- 
fore he can receive his commission, Dr. 
Staud was made an officer in the Spanish 
navy and retired to the naval reserve. The 
world’s fair in 1893 brought the young Span- 
lard to Chicago, where he later became Span- 


ish consul, which office he occupied until the - 


breaking out of the Spanish-American war. 

The story of the invention can, perhaps, 
best be told in the words of one of the in- 
ventor's friends. It seemed logical.“ said 
one of these, that if enough of these huge 
steel cylinders. such as Dr. Staud planned to 
make, could be laid alongside the sunken 
vessel and securely attached to it by cables 
and the, cylinders then inflated with air they 
must inevitably rise to the surface, bringing 
the ship with them.

“Grecian” First Big Test. 


“A small model of the invention was suc- 
cessfully tried out, and for the practical test 
the steel steamer Grecian, a modern ore and 
freight carrier, which has been on the bottom 
of Lake Huron, just off Thunder Bay island. 
since it sank in 1905, was finally chosen. The 
Grecian is a medium sized boat, measuring 
2,500 tons burden, valved at $110.000, and be- 
longing, to the Pitteburg Steamship company. 
Salvage for the worth of the vessel was 
offered by the owners if it could be raised. 
The boat is big enough to prove that the 
system will do all that the inventor claims. 

“A long and arduous search about the spot 
where the Grec‘an was reported to have 
sunk was carried on, but it was not until late 
in the fall last year that the Grecian was 
located. The stormy season set in about this 
time and the work’s progrese was slow. At 
last, after several perilous escapes from 
squalls, the divere succeeded in getting two 
cables attached to the boat, and two canalons 
were slid down these cables ready for the 
fina) test.

Cake Making. 

The secret of successful cakes ia in the 
beating. Cake should not be stirred round. 
and round in the bowl, but lifted up so that 
the air can get into it. A wooden fork or 
strong wire beater is better to use for this 
purpose than a paddle or spoon of any kind 
First beat the butter to a cream, then add the 
sugar, a little at a time, beat until smooth 
then the milk, a little at a time, beating 2 
the while; next the flour and beaten eggs, 
small quantity of each at a time, reserving : 
smal] quantity of flour to mix with the bak- 
ing powder, or cream tartar, to be added the 
last thing. Bake in an oven that is not too 
hot at first.

This of course means that the tucked yoke 
is seamed on the shoulders.

The dlouse has three deep shoulder tucks, 
as well as two tucks the same width which 
go across the blouse, outlining 4 square 
shaped yoke made of plaim muslin laid in 
fine tucks. Between the tucks and the tucked 
yoke is a band of the insertion, matching in 
width the top row of the skirt. The shkeves 
are made of the muslin ‘matching the yoke, 
with two bands of Insertion set in. Around 
the top of the collar and the edges of the 
sleeves ig a narrow valencienmes edge. A 
band of the heavy insertion is used to join 
skirt and blouse. 

Still another pretty idea for a frock ts 
shown in the one with the panels of: fine 
tucking. The material is a sheer quallty of 
batiste, one of the prettiest of all materials 
for white dresses. This skirt is in eight 
gores and can be easily planned with the 
ald of a plain eight gored pattern. The front 
gore is outlined on three sides with a band 
of swiss ingerting; this in turn is outlined en 
both edges with a half inch width German 
valenciennes inserting: The embroidery 
bands should not be more than one and one- 
haif inches wide. ) 

Then comes a gore each side of the front 
one made with the upper part to a deep 
yoke depth, made ‘of the batiste tucked tn 
narrow tucks runhing across. Below this 
tucked part the batiste is cut In a straight 
strip and laid in four plaits, these being laid 
so they go towards the center. 

* 


Then this gore has the pattern laid on it 
do that it can be shaped exactly right. Then 
comes the second side gores, matching the 
front one excepting that the embroidery 
only goes across the bottom, while the Mace 
insertion outlines the embroidery top and 
bottom and extends up the sides of the gores 
as well.. Next come the third side gores 
with: the tucked and plaited panel, and the 
back matches the front. 

The skirt is fagtened at the right side of 
the back, where the sive gore joing it. The 
blouse matches the skirt in design as nearly 
as can be. There ls a tucked panel back and 
front, apparently a continuation of those on 
the skirt, and these are outlined with the 
labe inserting. The embroidery is laid across 
the front and back at a yoke depth, the in- 


serting, outlining it, and’ the plain batiste 


forms the body of the blouse. The yoke is of 
batiste,. tucked, and the sleeves are long and 
close fitting with a strip of the embroidery, 
lace edged, going down the outside. A 
crushed belt of liberty satin covers the join- 
ing of blouse and skirt. .

Hand run tucks make a dainty and attrac- 

tive form of decoration, and the best way to 


take the thread out of the machine and run 
the material in the machine, letting the 
needle come just Where thetucks are to be 
sewed. One can then take the stitches in 
the little places made by the machine needle. 

Embroidery, combined with tucks or lace, 
trims beautifully, and this is a form of work 
which nearly every woman loves to busy 
herself with. 

One really beautiful gown cut on the order 
of a princess has narrow lace insertion set 
in the fornt exactly the shape of the letter 
. The top part of this Y comes atthe bottom 


of the depth of a shallow yoke, and the stem 


reaches down to a hip depth in the middle 
of the front. On either side of this is a cluster 
of the narrowest possible hand run tucks— 
the length of the Y. The plain space above 
the insertion is lightly filled in with a delicate 
embroidery design done in the laid work and 
well padded.

From there, 
however, it goes straight down on the skirt 
until it comes to a point a little above the 
knees. There it turns a mitered corner to- 
wares the back, going across towards the 
back until it reaches a point corresponding 


a mitered corner again and finishes at the 
shoulder seam. In putting the seam together 
the insertion should- match on the shoulders. 

The sleeves have an embroidery design on 
the upper part instead of the lower, as one 
generally sees, and below this the sleeve is 
made up of alternate rows of clusters of 
tucks and rows of insertion. The standing 
collar matches in design the lower half of 
the sleeves. 

It is quite necessary with gowns on this 
order to have a perfect fitting princess slip. 
This should be made of a good quality of 
nne lawn and well shrunken before being 
made. It can be finished around the low 
neck with a narrow lace edge, and around 
the bottom with as elaborate a ruffle as one 
wishes Of course there should be a dust 
ruffle underneath this deep one.

Nowhere else have cold and heat so remarkable an 1 
terplay ang blend. The coldest spot on éarth, the south 
pole is swept by warm, mild wind# which hint at some 
oasis in the vast desert of ice, alive with growing 
green and animals, and peopled by a unique race of 
humans who for centuries have been isolated from 
their Kind by the glacial waste encircling them.

Some Discoveries of the Explorers. 

Nordenskjold in 1902 made a sledge journey of 400 
miles along the eastern side of West Antarctica, where 
the bold King Oscar mountains rise high above the 
shore Une. On the west side of the same long, narrow 
streteh of mountainowd land Dr. Charcot surveyed new 
coast lands in 1908. This is the nearest approach of 
antarctic soil to the northern continents and is thought 
to he a great peninsula jutting northward from the 
frosén continental mass. In 1902 Dryagalski discovered 
the ice clad Kaiser Wimelm II.

However that may be, the 
fact ig that the north pole is surrounded 
by a sea as large as the continent which seems to 
surround the south pole. 

The polar sea being largely surrounded by land, and 
having comparatively narrow outlets to the warmer 
oceans, the ice upon it is under immense pressure and 
is forted up into ridges hard to negotiate. But the ice 
of the antarctic regions flows from the land of the ant- 
afctic continent into a sea open on all sides to the 
warm currents from the tropics. To this fact is at- 
tributed the smoother ice of the south polar regions. 

The south pole is situated on an antarctic continent 
Somewhat larger than the United States and with an 
area of 4,000,000 square miles. The pole is on a table- 
land about 10,000 feet high. The glaciers of the ant- 
arctic continent are of stupendous size. The great ice 
barrier is a glacier 700 miles wide and hundreds of 
milés broad in places. At its northern edge it presents 
a continuous wall of ice, in some places 800 feet high 
and seldom less than 100 feet. It extends across Ross 
sea from King Mdward VII. Land to the McCurde 
strait and is at least the sise of France in area. 

The breaking off of portions of the northern edge’ in 
summer produces the greatest crop of icebergs in the 
world.

Great Ice Barrier Antarctic Puzzle. 


The great ice barrier is one of the chief conundrums 
of the Antarctic. Is it the front of a giant glacier? Or 
it mark a strait or gulf 460 miles wide which has 
been frozen? It was discovered by Ross about seventy 
years ago. Scott demonstrated that the barrier had 
movement, for a supply of provisions was curried by 
the ice a distance of 1,894 feet in the course of thir- , 
teen and a half months. 

The presence of @ volcano belching forth stean well 
within the circle of eternal ice ip as much of ah anom- 
aly as the presence of an extinct volcano éovered With 
a snow cap at the equator. Mount Kilimanjaro, in 
Africa, and Mount Brebus, whith Lieut. Shackleton’s 
expedition conquered, exhibit this marked antithesis. 
Mount Erebus is one of a group of mountains of which 
Mount Lister rises more than 5,000 feat higher than the 
volcano. 

One of the strangest things Wet these mountains is 
that many of them are built partly of snow, lAyers of 
now lying between strata of ashes and lava. The 
ashes thrown out by the voloanoés fall cold and form 
a sort of cake which is an excelient, nonconductor of 
heat. Then molten lava flows over the crust of ashes 
without melting the snow beneath, and in this way

‘Yes floor. Here their tion was attracted by 
curious little mounds dotted over the snow Plain. 
They found them te be mae holes, which in 
ordinary climates are detected by the thin cloud 
@f steam above them. The smoke holes of Ere- 
bus have their steam converted into ice as-soon 
as it escapes, the result being the creation of 
the remarkably shaped mounds. The ice was 
colored yellow on account of the sulphur. The 
sixth day they reached the edge of the active 
crater and found themselves on the lip of a 
vast abyss filled with a rising cloud of steam. 

“After a continuous loud hissing sound,” 
wrote Lieut. Shackleton, lasting some min- 
utes, there Would come from below a big 
dull boom, and immediately great globular 
masses of steam Would rush upward to 
swell the column of the cloud which 
swayed over the crater. Presently a light 
breege fannej away the steam cloud and 
at once the crater stood revealed in 
all ite vast extent and depth. It was 
between 800 and 900 feet deep, with a 
maximum width of half a mile, and in 
ane place scores of steam. jets suggest- 
ed that the snow was lying on hot 
rock.” 

It is probable that the south pole itself 
is buried beneath as much as 6,000 feet 
of everlasting icé. On account of this 
altitude above sea level its neigtibor- 
hood may be colder than that of 
the north pole. It is thought not at 
all impossible that somewhere in the 
south polar region ré may be a 
warm patch like Whale sound in the 
north. In such an oasis there may 
exist strange forme of lite of which 
we know nothing, ‘even human be- 
ines unlike those we are acquainted 
with and shut off for uncounted cen- 
turies from the rest of the world

Story of Last Day Outwards. 


Jan. 9— Our last day otitwards: We have shot our 
bolt and the tale is: Latitude 88 degrees 23. minutes 
south; longitude, 162 degrees east.

a. m. started south with the union jack, a bras cylinkr 
containing gtamps pnd documents to place at the 
farthest south point, camera, glasses, and compass. At 
9 a. m. we were in 88 degrees 24, minutes south, ha'f 
running and half walking over a surface much hardened 
by the recent blissard. It was strange for us to go 
along. We hoisted his majesty’s flag and the other 
union jack afterwards and took possession of the 
plateau in the name of his majesty. 

While the union jack blew out stiffly in the icy gal 
that cut us to the bone we looked south with our power- 
ful glasses but could see nothing Sut the dead wh.'e 
snow plain. There was no break in the plateau as it 
extended towards the pole and we feel sure that the 
goal we have failed to reach Hiss on this plain. 

We staid only a few minutes and then, taking one 
flag and eating our scanty meal as we went, we hurried 
back and reached our camp about 3 p. m. We were so 
dead tired that we only did two hours’ march in ine 
afternoon and camped at 5:80 p. m. The temperature 
was minus 19 degtees Fahrenheit. - Fortunately for tus 
our tracks were not obliterated by the blizzard. Indeed 
they stood up, making a trail easily followed. Home- 
ward bound at last. Whatever regrets may be we have 
done our best.

Americans Want the “ Home Made.” 


: The moving picture forces in America ere divided 
/ into two hostile camps, familiarly known as “The 
/ Trust” and “The Independents.” Heretofore the latter 
mi have been traveling a rough road, for the reason that 
ne only moving pictures they could wield as war 
St clubs, outside of those owned by “The Trust,” were 
made in Europe. Time was when this would have had 
Ino drawbacks, but in the present day the American 
I people demand American made pictures. So, within 
the last year American capital has jumped into the 
camera battle and has built independent moving 
picture factories and studios, producing the strictly 
home grown, blown in the bottle American pictures 80 
greatly in demand. 

Before all this happened, Miss Lawrence was known 
as “The Maude Adams of Moving Pictures,” and was 
posing daily before the lenses of “trust” cameras. 
She soon ceased to be merely a picture on a screen and 
gained a great following composed of regular patrons 
of picture theaters. Then it was that she was snapped 
up by the “independents” and became known as the 
“Imp Girl,” the word being derived from the initials of 
“independent moving pictures.” 4 

So rapidly are new pictures being produced in these 
modern days of moving picture warfare that it devolves 
upon Miss Lawrence to learn, rehearse, and enact 300 
different leading roles per year. That means about 
six a week—or one for each working day. This would, 
of course, be impossible if this 20 year old girl had to 
commit talking parts to memory. But she merely 
learns each röle in pantomime. And it is pantomime 

that counts in moving pictures.

Miss Maude Adams in Peter Pan can ask her 
audience, O, say, do you believe in fairies?” But she 
employs real words. Miss Lawrence has to ask the 
same or a similar question with her lips and still 
convey her full meaning without words. Sarah Bern- 
hardt can express a word of longing or despair by the 
tones of her voice. You grasp her meaning perfectly, 
though you may not understand a syllable of French. 
Miss Lawrence cannot even fall back on the tonal 
» quality of her voice. A movement of the mouth, a 
a twitch of the eyelids,- a contraction of the facial 
muscles—these are her only vehicles for “ getting her 
meaning across the footlights.” For moving pictures 
do not talk.

“Some do and some do not. I do, even when I have 
to make up my own lines. I simply must speak. Oth- 
erwise I find myself acting mechanically and without 
spirit or emotion.” 

“How many 133 are necessary for the average 
scene?” queried the itors. 

“Usually two are enough for me,” said Miss Law- 
rence. “The first is called a rehearsal] for mechanics.“ 
That is, we just go through the pantomime which the 
stage director tells us is necessary for that particular 
situation. Next we go through it ‘with feeling,’ as we 
call it. Then we are ready for the camera. It often 
happens that in the same morning or afternoon we are 
called upon to rehearse comedy, drama, and tragedy 
one after the other. This is one of the most trying 
experiences of the moving picture performer who con- 
scientiously tries to ‘feel’ his part:

“Did you ever feel any sensation of stage fright 
the first time you appeared before the moving picture 
camera?” 

“O, no. As a matter of fact, I didn’t realize the 
importance of the work I was doing. I was totally 
unawere that the time would come when this sort of 
acting would b criticised and judged just as severely 
as the regular sort. However, I have seen many per- 
formers lose their, nerve in front of the camera—oid 
timers, too, who think nothing at all of acting before 
a vast throng of people. Others simply can’t keep 
from looking into the camera while they are perform- 
ing. And that is bad. It is something we are never 
supposed to do unless we have some situation that 
requires us to look directly at the audience. 

“Moving picture performers have much to contend 
with. Upon one occasion which is but an instance of 
many, I saw a moving picture actress collapse purely 
as the result of strain caused by a defective camera. 
She had gone through’ the emotional rehearsal to 
the satisfaction of the stage director, and the scene 
was then begun for the camera. While she was at 
the height of her dramatic situation the film in the 
camera ‘buckled,’ and the whole scene had to be done 
over. This happened a second time, then a third. It 
was more than high strung human nature could stand. 
The result was that she fainted.”

Often Goes to See Herself. 


“Do you ever go to the theaterg.and see yourself on 
the screen?” was asked. 
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“O, yes, most certainly,” was the smiling response. 
“T like to go there, get off in a corner, and listen to 
the comment. And when they applaud—you've no idea 
how strange it all seems and how much real happiness 
it means to me. I do not believe any artist glories more 
in the plaudits of an audience to which she is visible 
and can acknowledge than I do in the applause of tne 
people who see me only in pictures. Once I was 
recognized by some one in the audience while I was 
watching my own pictures and it was simply awful.

E more step in the rapid development of 
the wireless art was taken recently in 
New York when sélections from several 
Operas were sung over the roofs of the 
city by wireless telephone, to be heard 
distinctly miles away.

Magarin, she shortly discov- 
ered the proper way to enunciate into the transmitter 
and the first song she sang, an aria from “ Carmen,” 
was heard strong and full by a small but select audi- 
ence in the wireless operating room on the roof of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance building, from which the 
four phosphor bronze antenna wires lead straight up 
to the top of the 700 foot tower.

Mazarin sang was used 
to transmit the entire performance at the Metropolitan 
opera house to over a score of wireless stations, some 
of them as far distant as Newark, N. J., and Bridge- 
port, Conn. The solos and duets of Caruso and Des- 
tinn in “Pagliacci” and “Cavalleria Rusticana were 
heard at any point near New York where the wireless 
operator keyed his instrument to the proper point to 
hear the sounds borne on the Hertzian waves. 

On many steamers in and about the harbor the music 
of the grand opera was heard. A notable instauce 
is reported by the Royal Mail packet Avon, on board 
which 260 guests of Lloyd B. Sanderson, general mana- 
ger of the Royal Mail in America, heard Caruso’s voice 
reproduced. 


* * 
New Invention Collects the Sound. 


A new invention, known as the “dictograph,” was 
used to collect every sound on the stage of the Metro- 
politan opera house and carry them to the wireless 
plant, whence they were sent out by Hertzian waves. 

At the hotel Breslin and in the laboratories of K. 
M. Turner, inventor of the dictograph, and Dr. De 
Forest, who provided the wireless apparatus for the 
test, the results were most successful. 

Passengers marooned on ships over night at quar- 
antine heard the music through the wireless operators’ 
receivers. In Mr. Dippel’s office in the Metropolitan 
opera house was the wireless sending apparatus, and 
in view of the fact that the music collected on the 
stage had to be sent by a wire telephone line to this 
room and was retransmitted into the wireless telephone 
with such signal success speaks well for the future of 
transmission of music through the ether. Perhaps the 
most remarkable thing about this experiment was the 
great strength of Caruso’s voice as compared with the 
singing of the other members of the cast. 

The veterans of the Metropolitan foyer stood in 
open mouthed wonder and the audience was interested, 
too. The Hertzian waves carried sharps, flats, and 
naturals through the atmosphere without a hitch and 
brought them forth from the wireless receiver in fault- 
less array so that, in the words of one of the audience 
at the Metropolitan tower, “the harsh notes of the 
orchestra became soft and wooing like fairy music.” 

Atmospheric. grand opera is in its infancy, but who 
can say that tomorrow will not see it as firmly estab- 
lished ag is the telephone today?

of elephant along the trail. It is, strikingly in- 
dicative of the Roosevelt luck” that he saw, 
on the morning we met him, the only elephant 
that he had seen in the district, and that with- 
in twenty-four hours from that time he had 
killed three elephants and Kermit one.

Nine Days of Fruitless Search. 


For nine days we hunted the Nzoia river re- 
ion, but without seeing an elephant.

except the broad trails in the grass and the 
countless evidences that they had been in the re- 
gion some time before.

There was lots of game 
for our table, from the most delicious grouse 
the oribi, whose meat is the tenderest I 
have evef eaten. There were ducks. and geese, 
and Kavirondo crane; and sometimes eland, as 
fine in flavor as that of the prize steer of the fat 
stock show. Then there were reed buck and cob, 
both of which are very good to eat. So our tins 
of camp pie and kippered ‘herring and ox ton 
remained unopened and we lived as we never fad 
before. . 

When the day’s hunt was over the sun in 
a splendid effort painted such sublime sunsets 
above Mount Elgon as I had never dreamed of. 
And the music of hundreds of African birds along 
the river's edge greeted us with the cool, delight- 
ful dawn. Purely front an esthetic standpoint, 
our days on the Nzoia wert ones never to be for- 
gotten, while from the standpoint of the man who 
loves to see wild game and doesn’t care much 
about killing it, the bright, clear days on the Nzoia 
were memorable ones. The Roosevelt party went 
its way back to civilization; the Spaniards, De la 
Huerta and duke of Penaranda, came and 
made a flying trip up the mountain for elephant, 
then returned and went their way. The young 
Baron Rothschild came on to the plateau for a 
couple of weeks and then disappeared. And still we 
lingered on, happy, healthy, and generally hungry. 

Then we marched for the mountain on our big 
elephant hunt. The details of those twelve days 
of adventuring in districts some of ‘which were 
probably never. traversed before by white men, 
our experiences with the natives, our climb up 
the side of the mountain and our in the 
crater; our icy mornings, our ascent of the high-

We got back to the Nzoia river on Dec. 8. 
On the 15th, after many more unsuccessful 
attempts to get in touch with a herd, Mr. 
Akeley and I resolved to try the mountain 
again. We thought that perhaps the ele- 
phants might have moved northward along 
the eastern slope, and so we thought we'd 
push clear up to the Turkwel riwer and find 
out beyond question. We outfitted for an 
eight days’ march, carried only one tent and 
a small number of good porters. Only the 
absolute necessaries were taken, for we ex- 
pected/to move fast and hard. The first day 
we marched eight hours, crossing the Nola 
river, and by a curious chance at once struck 
a fresh trail which was diagnosed am being 
only a few hours old. The bark torn from 
trees was fresh and still moist; the leaves 
of the branches that had been broken off as 
the elephants fed along the way were still 
unwithered, and the flowers that had been 


crushed down by the great feet of the herd 


had lost little of their freshness and fra- 
France. i ‘ 


Gun Bearers Skillful Trackers. 

The trail led us first in one diréction, then 
in another; sometimes it was a big trail that 
plowed through the long grass like a river, 
with little tributaries brenching in and out 
where the individual members of the herd 
had swerved out of the main channel to feed 
by the way. And sometimes when all the 
herd were feeding, the main trail disap- 
peared, to be replaced by a maze of lesser 
trails leading in all directions. But by 
skillful tracking of our gunbearers the 


trail would be found again some distance. 


We followed the trail for hours, 
and then, night coming on, we went into 
camp near a small stream, choked with lux-

To the 
naked eye they locked like little black shift - 
ing beetles, bht in the glasses they were 
plainly revealed with swaying bodies and 
flapping ears and swinging trunks.

Travel Light on Hot Trail. 
We left our horses and the porters under 
a big tree and told the latter to come on if 
they heard any firing; otherwise they were 
to await our return. Then, with only our 
gunbearers and a man carrying Akeley’s 
large camera, we circled in a wide detour 
until we were safely behind the elephants. 
The wind continued favorable and we cau- 
tiously approached the b of a hill near 
where we had last seen them They had 
disappeared, but ir trail was as easy to 
read and to follow as an open road. Before 
reaching the brow of the next hill one of the 
gunbearers was sent up à tree to reconnoiter 
the country beyond: ts 
“Hapa,” he whispered, as he carefully 
- @limbed down and indicated with his hand 
that they were near. Again we swung into 
a wide circle and came over the brow of 
the next hill. There, 400 or 500 yards away, 
was the herd of elephants, standing idly 
under the low trees that studded the op- 
posite slope. There were between ferty and

slightest degree they would have charged 
into us with irresistible force. We held our 
guns and our breath while these big animals, 
by a most fortunate chance, passed by us 
to the windward -of. the anthill, not more 
than thirty feet away. If they had passed 
to the leeward side they would have gotten 
our wind and trouble would have been un- 
avoidable. I took a surreptitious snap shot 
of them after they had passed by, and for 
the first time in some minutes took a long 
breath. 

Then we circled the herd again and came 
up to them. They were now thoroughly 
uneasy. They knew that some invisible 
hostile influence was abroad in the land, 
but they could, not locate if which direction 
it lay. We saw the sensitive trunks feeling 
for the scent and saw the big ears moving 
uneasily back and forth. One large cow 
with a broken tusk was facing us, vaguely 
conscious that danger lay in that direction. 
And then, by some code of signals known. 
only to the elephant world, the greater num- 
ber of elephants moved off down the slope 
and up to the opposite slope. Only the big, 
aggressive cow and four or flve smaller ani- 
mals remained behind as a rear guard. She 
stood as she had stood for some moments, 
gazing directly at us and nervously waving 
her ears and trunk,

Akeley Gets Some Photographs. 
Akeley climbed to the top of an ant hill 
and made some photographs showing the big 
cow and her companions in the foreground, 
while off on the neighboring hillside three 
distinct groups of eléphants were in view. 
The latter were thoroughly alarmed and 
moved away very swiftly for some distance 
and then came to a pause. The big cow 
and her attendanis then moved off, feeling 
that the retreat had been successfully ef- 
fected. Once more we followed them and 
came up to them, and then once more we 
were flanked by a number of elephants that 
had previously disappeared. over the hill. 


They had swung around and were returning

ng 


We barely had time to fall back to some 
Small bushes, where we waited while the 
flanking party approached. They came al- 
most toward us, and when only about fifty 
feet away I ventured a photograph, feeling 
that if successful it would be the closest pic- 
ture ever made of a herd of wild elephants. 
I used a Verascope, a small steroscopic 
French machine whose click is almost 
noiseless. The elephants advanced and we 
huddled, together with rifles ready in the 
patch of bushes. It seemed a certainty that 
they would charge and that if our bullets 
could not turn them we would be completely 
annihilated. But as yet there was no sign 
that they saw us, or, if they did, they could 
not distinguish our motionless forms from 
the foliage of the scrub, 

At last the foremost elephant, barely thirty 
feet from us, came to the trai) in the grass 
by which we had retreated when we first saw’ 
them. The trunk sweeping ahead of. it as 
if feeling for the scent of danger, paused 
an instant as it reached the trail and then 
the animal drew back sharply as though 
stung. Then it whirled about and the herd 
went .crashing away through the sparse 
undergrowth. It was a time of the utmost 
nervous tension, and I don’t believe the hu- 
man system could undergo a prolonged 
/strain of that severity.

During all this time we had not succeeded 
in positively locating a bull elephant. Of 
all the forty-four elephants that were vis- 
ible at any one time there was not one that 
we could feel safe in identifying as the 
elephant needed by the group. Three more 
times We stalked the herd to very close 
range, but they were now s0. restless that 
nothing could be ascertained. So finally 
we decided to get ahead of them and watch 
them as they passed us, but just as we had

A serviceable rod can be bought for 81.50 


and up to the hand made split bamboo at $20 
and then up to $100 or more. But the price 


doesn’t tell all the story. I havea hand made 
split bamboo rod weighing slightly over four 


ouncés and so perfectly balanced that it 


causes no fatigue if carried for hours and 
which cost—a good deal. I have a casting 
rod that cost $3.75 and fits me perfectly. 
Now, if I had to give up one of the two, al- 
though it would lacerate my heart, the cost- 
Her one would go. 

or one fly rod to use for trout and bass six 
ounces will fill the bill. In the hand of a pro- 
ficient angler this rod is strong enough to 
catch any fish up to twelve pounds. Fishing 
for perch, sunfish, and the like the lightest 
nod you can get is the best. An eight ounce 
rod is the heaviest needed in any lake or river 
near Chicago. 

Next to the rod in importance is the reel. 
They are now made so nearly perfect at a low 
price that it is not necessary to invest much 
money in them, and yet—— For bait casting 
always get a good reel. For trolling one with 
@ loud click is of advantage should you be 
rowing your own boat. In selecting a reel 
spin it on the palm of your hand, and if it 
makes a scraping noise or is wobbly it is im- 
perfect—if it runs silently it is probably all 
right.

During some seasons no less than a hundred 
large sized robins are fighting for the ash 
berries that remain... They pluck and fight 
fiercely in the air. A bird that twists off a 
cluster and attempts to make away with it 
will have twenty or more of his fellows try- 
ing to get it away from him. The fights are 
prolonged into the night as long as a bird 
eye may make out a bunch of the fruit. 

It ts in this fight that the weather prophet 
gees the last of the robin for months. He 
says that in the dusk of an evening he has 
been, able to estimate more than e hundred 
robins. The next morning there won't be 
one left on the premises; all thet have sur- 
vived the great ash berry row have taken 
their flight to Dixie land, and no more of 
them are seen until the robin reporter sends 
in his regular spring arrival story.

Another Chance for Barney. 

Barney Oldfield will have a chance this 
week to try and better the wonderful time 
he made at Daytona, Fla., last Wednesday 
when he reeled off a flying mile in :27:83,a 
pace equal to 131.76 miles an hour, the fast- 
est ever traveled by man, and a fegt that 
placed the automobile at the top of the speed 
table, taking away that honor from the eleo- 
tric tralley, which has to Its credit 128% miles 
an hour. 

Oldfield is due to arrive at the annual beach 
meet at Daytona, which is set for next 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, and it 
is expected that then he may be able 
to clip even his :27:83, although it 
is thought he will devote most of hie 
attention to the flying kilometer, at which 
he ought to be able to show a faster rate of 
speed than 181.75 miles an hour. Five- 
eighths of a mile is a short sprint and it is 
figured that possibly Barney will be able to 
jump the needle up to 136 miles an hour, He 
tried twice at the kilometer last Wednesday, 
but both times the electrical timing appera- 
tus falled to register, and his attempts count- 
ed for nothing, although it ie said that he 
was going faster in these than in the mile. 

The annual meet program contains two 
races that are built expressly for Oldfield— 
the one mile time triale and the two milea 
minute race, the latter a classic that was 
originated in 1906, when Demogeot in the 
big eight cylinder Darracq, a French car, 


succeeded in doing :58 2-5, the first time an. 


automobile ever crowded two miles into the 
minute. 

The only thing that may prevent Barney 
shining here are the strict rules which may 
rob him of competition. The regulations 
provide thet a car to be eligible for éither 
of these feature events must show an aver- 
age of :31 to the mile for five miles. Outside 
of Old fled's Benz there isn't a car down 
there that can move that fast now that De 
Palmas big Fiat has been put out of com- 
mission temporarily by the breaking of a 
piston while De Palma was training for his 
match wtth OldfieM. David Bruce-Brown, 
the amateur, has the Smaller Benz which 
Oldfield used to drive, and ite best paces last 
Wednesday only returned a mile in: 2-6.

New Record a Motor Epoch. 


The new world’s record made by Oldfield 
constitutes an epoch in motor history. Tie 
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mark he eliminated had stood for four years 
and seemed to be about the limit of the pos- 
sibilities of the automobile. The car that 
did the :28 1-5 was a Stanley steamer, 30 
Oldfield really scored a bull's eye for the gas- 
oline car. Getting down to statistics, it is 
shown that his :27.838 meant that he covered 
198 feet each second—almost as fast as a 
bullet from a gun. Had he and Marriott, 
the former record holder, been in a match 
race of one hour's duration, Oldfield would 
have beaten the . more than four 


- miles. 


Oldfield's car 10 at German manufacture, 
built eapecially for racing. Stock parts are 
used in it, but with the difference that they 
are made correspondingly larger in order 
te develop thé enormous power required to 
move the car at such record breaking speed, 
Before Olafleld got hold of it it was driven by 
Hemery, the great French driver, who suc- 
ceeded in smashing all the world's short dis- 
tance speedway records in it on the Brook- 
lands track in England, a big two and th 
quarter mile oval which cost a million dol 
to build. Hemery’s fastest clip was shown 
in the flying half, in which he showed a pace 
of almost 128 miles an hour, in reality just 
a shade faster than Marriott's,

Clubs Go After Congresoman. 

Both the Chicago Motor club and the Chi- 
cago Automobile club have plunged into the 
campaign to win over Congressman James R. 
Mann to the motorists’ way of thinking as to 
the proposed federal registration law. The 
Illinois representative in congress is chair- 
man of the committee before which the bill 
now ts, and it is understood that he does not 
look ypon the measure with favor, claiming 
tt is unconstitutional. 

Realising that the congreseman has con- 
siderable to do with this partioular bit of 
legisiation, the American Automobile asso- 
ciation, which is fathering the bill, has ap- 
peeled to the Chicagoans to help in the fight. 
The local motorists are eager to aid, and, with 


’ organizations in this matter is expected to 


this idea in mind, members of both clubs 
are writing Congressman Mann asking him 
to get the bill out of the committee. As the 
Motor club has 400 members and the Automo- 
bile club 1,000; the codperation of the two

Main Gym Not Completed. 


In addition to the unique features of the 


track room or indoor field the front part of 
the building, which will not be completed 
tor some few weeks, contains a regulation 
or maln gymnasium measuring 102 feet long 
by 70 wide. This room. will be furnished 
with all the most modern apparatus for 
calisthenics and drills of all kinds, and also 
can be turned into use for a ball room when 
needed for affairs socia.. 

A marble and tile pool sixty feet long is in- 
stalled below the main gymnasium, and in
